Rutgers, The State University 


Rutgers, The State University, began as a struggling colonial college before the 
Revolution. Founded in 1766 by Dutch pioneers, Rutgers was originally called 
Queens College under a charter from King George III of England. The young col- 
lege’s existence was threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, 
just as unprecedented expansion was experienced after the last World War. 


Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Henry Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. Forty years later 
it was designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was 
enlarged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added. 


In 1go2 a ceramics department was established, New Jersey College for Women 
with its own New Brunswick campus, was founded in 1918; the School of Education 
added in 1923; and in 1925 the Extension Division for non-degree education and the 
School of Journalism were established. The College of Pharmacy was added in 1927, 
University College, degree-granting evening division, was established in 1934, and 
Newark University was merged with Rutgers in 1946. In 1945, the State Legislature 
brought all divisions of Rutgers within the designation of the State University of 
New Jersey. In 1950, an act of the State Legislature incorporated the College of South 
Jersey in Camden, including a two-year liberal arts college and a law school, into 
the State University as the Rutgers College of South Jersey. The liberal arts college 
has since expanded to a four-year curriculum. In April, 1955, N.J.C. was renamed 
Douglass College. In 1956, under a reorganization program, the University was 
officially designated, Rutgers, The State University, and came under the management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors. 


Dr. Mason W. Gross, the 16th president of the University, was inaugurated in 
May, 1959. 


Rutgers currently is completing a $50,000,000 construction program largely 
financed through passage in1g959 of a state bond issue. The Men's Colleges in New 
Brunswick, by 1965, will have approximately doubled the 1957 enrollment (3,000 
to 6,000).

The Rutgers Coaching Staff 


John F. Bateman, Head Coach 


EGINNING his fifth season at Rutgers, John Bateman has led the Scarlet 
to a .6>6 winning percentage, with 25 wins in 37 games. Bateman’s record 
includes the only undefeated season in the 95 years of Rutgers football—a 9-0 
mark in 1961. Under Bateman, Rutgers has split four games in its traditional 
series with Princeton; has won four Middle Three Titles; and won two Middle 
Atlantic titles before withdrawing from the league after the '61 season. 
Bateman, who was an assistant at Columbia under Lou Little for 11 years and at 
Penn under Steve Sebo from 1957 through 1959, is a native New Jerseyan. He at- 
tended Central High and St. Benedict's prep in Newark before entering Columbia 
in 1934. He played guard under Little at Columbia, captaining the 1937 Lion eleven. 
He returned to Columbia as an assistant in 1946 after three years in the Navy and 


three years as coach at Middletown, N. Y., High School. 
The holder of a master’s degree in political science and a doctorate in education 
from Columbia, Dr. Bateman is Rutgers’ 15th football coach since 1g00. He and his 


wife have three sons. They live in Highland Park. 
Matthew J. Bolger, Jr., Assistant Coach 


NTERING HIS ninth year at Rutgers, Matt Bolger served here four years 

under John Stiegman and continued on the staff under John Bateman. Charged 
Specifically with the ends, he also assists with offensive line play. Born and raised 
in Newark, he is a 1948 graduate of Cornell and coached five years at Brown before 
coming to Rutgers. A veteran of the Marine Air Corps, he has a 50-25-1 four year 
record as coach of the Scarlet baseball team. Matt, his wife and three children live 
in Edison Township. 

DeWayne “Dewey” King, Assistant Coach 


RENOWNED EXPERT on pass defense, Dewey King is in his fifth season at 
Rutgers, A graduate of the University of North Dakota, his main staff respon- 
sibility is with the defensive backfield. A native of Cando, N. D., King was an as- 
sistant at Michigan State before serving from 1954 through 1959 as a Penn assistant 
under Steve Sebo. King, who lives in New Brunswick with his wife and two sons 
came to Rutgers with Bateman, who was a fellow assistant at Penn. 
A book about pass defense by King, “Jericho,” was published last year. 


Frank Burns, Assistant Coach 


UTGERS' ALL-TIME great quarterback, Frank Burns returned to Rutgers in 
1961 after four years at Chatham, N. J., High School. Burns twice previously 
served Rutgers, first as freshman coach and later as varsity backfield coach. He also 
was head coach at Johns Hopkins University in Baltimore. A native of Roselle Park, 
Burns was an all-east quarterback and an outstanding catcher on the baseball team 
as an undergraduate. Burns, whose chief assignment is coaching the offense backfield, 
lives in Berkeley Heights with his wife and three children. 


Robert Naso, Assistant Coach 


A 1959 RUTGERS graduate, Bob Naso excelled in football and lacrosse as a player 

and in 1961-62 became varsity lacrosse coach and freshman football coach for 
his alma mater. He was assistant lacrosse coach for two years and in 1959 coached 
the 150-pound football team. When Warren Schmakel accepted the head coaching 
assignment at Boston U., Naso was promoted to the varsity staff as defensive line 
coach, Naso's three year lacrosse record is 19-14. Bob and his wire, Carole, live 
in New Brunswick. They have two daughters. 


William J. Speranza, Freshman Coach 


HE MOST recent addition to the Rutgers football staff, Bill Speranza 
quarterbacked (with Sam Mudie) the undefeated Rutgers eleven of 1961. In 
his three varsity football seasons, the new freshman coach participated on teams 
which Won 23 of 27 games. Speranza, who also won three letters as a catcher- 
outfielder in baseball, has been an assistant football coach at Liberty High, Bethle- 
hem, Pa, the last two years.

Albert W. Twitchell, Director of Athletics 


Pi \gece A distinguished coaching career which terminated in 1961, Albert W. 
Twitchell succeeded Harry J. Rockafeller as director of athletics at Rutgers. A 
1935 graduate of the University, Twitchell has been a member of the staff since 1947 
as a coach and administrator. 

Twitchell won six varsity letters as an undergraduate, captaining the 1934 foot- 
ball team as center and winning the Donald Leslie Coursen trophy, highest indi 
vidual athletic award given at the University. 

A native of Dedham, Mass., he began his coaching career at North Plainfield, 
N. J., High School. He went to Sewanhaka High School in 1937, served later as as- 
sistant football coach at Hofstra College, then returned to Sewanhaka as head coach 
of football and lacrosse until 1947. 

He coached sub-varsity football and freshman lacrosse at Rutgers until he be 
came varsity line coach in 1949 and succeeded his own former coach, Fred Fitch, as 
varsity lacrosse mentor in 1950. During his 12 seasons as lacrosse coach, his teams 
won go games, lost 31 and tied one. He became assistant to the director of athletics 
in 1952, later was named assistant director. 

Twitchell is past president of the U. S. Lacrosse Coaches Assn. and the Inter. 
collegiate Lacrosse Assn. He coached the North all-star team in 1953 and was named 
“lacrosse coach of the year” in 1958. 


Kenneth G. Germann, Assistant Director 


N HIS fourth year on the Rutgers staff, Ken Germann is a veteran coach and 

administrator. A 1943 graduate of Columbia University, he was an outstanding 
football and basketball player as an undergraduate. A marine corps veteran, he spent 
11 years as director of athletics and football coach at Iona Prep in New Rochelle, 
N. Y. He was freshman football coach at Columbia from 1957 to 1960, Germann has 
been one of the East's top basketball and lacrosse officials for 15 years. He holds a 
master’s degree from Columbia Teachers College. He coaches the 150-pound football 
team, which has an 11-7 mark under his direction. 


Otto H. Hill, Business Manager 


ROMOTED TO the newly-created position of business manager of athletics in 

1961, Otto Hill has been a member of the Rutgers staff since 1947. A 1942 
graduate of Rutgers, he served in the Army and Air Force during World War II 
returning to earn his master’s degree in 1947. He coached junior varsity and fresh- 
man football, moving up to the varsity as end coach in 1953, a post he held through 
1955. He was freshman swimming coach from 1947 until 1956, when he succeeded 
the late Jim Reilly as varsity swimming coach. He relinquished that post to take 
over his present assignment and direct the University’s equatics program.

The Outlook — 1964 


When 1963 started poorly for the Rutgers Football Team and it was apparent 
the veterans weren’t going to get the job done, Coach John Bateman went to a youth 
movement. 

As a result, the picture for 1964 is a lot brighter. Although the new offense- 
defense setup cannot be determined until pre-season practice get underway (Rutgers 
has no spring practice), the first two units for 1964 more than likely will be staffed 
by veterans of last year’s school of hard knocks. 

There isn’t a football coach in the country who wouldn't like more depth and 
that includes Bateman. But with the exception of the guard positions, there are 
letter winners available, two deep, at almost every other spot. 

Bateman feels that Rutgers will return to winning ways. How good a season 
may depend on the start. As usual, the Scarlet opens against Princeton and the Cosmo 
Jacavazzi-led Tigers will be tough for everyone. 

For the first time since 1961, Rutgers goes into a season with an established 
quarterback. Dave Stout is not an All-America candidate, but had streaks of brilli- 
ance last fall and gained confidence with each game. His ability to move the team 
is no longer in question and returning to camp with the knowledge that the job is 
his will undoubtedly give him and his mates a lift. 

Stout has some exceptional backs to call upon in Chet Ward, who is possibly 
the best Rutgers halfback since Billy Austin; Bob Brendel, who reminds local fans 
of Steve Simms, all-east in 1961; and sophomore flash Ralf Stegmann, who looms as 
a starter. 

Don Viggiano, last year’s top ground gainer, will have to battle the powerful 
Brendel for fullback honors. Other backs who will help, offensively or defensively, 
are Roger Kalinger, George Lamb, John Canavan, Bill Green, Jack Callaghan and 
Charley Mudie, the latter another sophomore and the third of his family to play in 
the Rutgers backfield. 

Up front, there are, unfortunately, no established stars to match the likes of 
Ward and Brendel, but lettermen abound (four at end, three at tackle, two at guard 
and two at center). 

Capt. Bob Norton is an inspirational-type leader who may go to defense with 
Pete Savidge handling the centering chores. Bruce Lawrence has the makings of a 
top guard and John Chadwick, Bill Sparks and Rich VonBischoffshausen are solid, 
if not spectacular, tackles, Bob Stohrer could become a standout pass receiver at end. 

Substantial help is on the way from newcomers. Jerry Sertick, 6-3, 235, could 
well be the outstanding tackle; Bob Schroeder is an eagerly awaited line-backer; 
Marty Frankiewicz is a promising end and the Kenny twins (quarterback Bob and 
tackle Ron) are among the new players who may be considered for regular assign- 
ments, 

Rutgers once again will scrimmage Cornell and it won't be until then that a 
true line on the squad will be forthcoming. But Bateman will be a disappointed 
coach if the 1964 eleven doesn’t finish in the black.

FOOTBALL'S FIRST GAME 


The first official inter-collegiate football game was played on Novy. 6, 1869, 
between Rutgers and Princeton. There were 25 men on a side and goals, rather 
than touchdowns were scored. Rutgers won the inaugural, 6-4, with the game played 
on the site now occupied by the Rutgers Gymnasium. 

Although the game was much like rugby, it was the fore-runner of present 
day football. Soon, Columbia, Yale and other schools began to play and the game 
pioneered in New Brunswick has become one of the world’s most exciting spectacles. 

To recognize New Brunswick as football’s birthplace, sportswriters, football 
officials and fans in 1949 selected the city for the location of the National Football 
Foundation and Hall of Fame. A major drive is expected to be launched this year 
for funds to construct the building, which will be located several hundred yards 
north of Rutgers Stadium, 

It is interesting to note that William J. Leggett, captain of Rutgers first team, 
later became a distinguished clergyman of the Dutch Reformed Church. His count- 
erpart, William Gunmere of Princeton, later became chief justice of the Supreme 
Court of New Jersey. 

Football people are proud that so many of the game’s standout players become 
standout citizens. It is their firm belief that football is one of the prime contributors 
in molding the character and personalities of our future leaders.
